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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Office has fully considered Applicant's 
remarks but has deemed them unpersuasive to overcome the current rejection. Specifically, Applicant argues that the combination of 
Nielsen and Leonard fails to disclose the recited feature of "wherein the cancel mailbox of each MTA is configured to cancel the e-mail sent 
to the recipients only when none of the recipients has read the e-mail, and is configured to not delete the e-mail when any of said recipients 
has read said e-mail." The Office respectfully disagrees and submits that Applicant has misinterpreted and/or not fully considered all of the 
teachings and disclosures of the prior art reference(s). Specifically, with respect to Leonard, Applicant argues that in the Leonard prior art 
reference, Leonard 'clearly requires that a message must be read before functions indicated by an originator of the message can be 
performed' and that Leonard's invention 'requires the recipient to view the message using the viewer applet." The Office respectfully 
disagrees and remarks that Applicant has misinterpreted the cited portion of Leonard (col 14, L51+). The cited portion of Leonard merely 
states that in order to view the message(s) of Leonard's invention a recipient must view the message "using the view applet 4" provided by 
server 1 during delivery of the message or already installed on the recipients computer 5. The cited section in no way can be construed to 
mean that a recipient of the message "is required to view the message" as suggested by Application and interpreting it in such a manner 
amounts to a gross misinterpretation of Leonard's teachings. As such, the Office maintains the rejection of the claims for at least the reason 
provided above.
